Terms and Conditions of Sale 


Location—The sale will be held in the comfortable Marshalltown sales barn located 
on South 18th Avenue. This is just south of Main street, 18 blocks east of the Court 
House. It will be held on Monday, Nov. 16, 1959, at 12:45 o’clock. Intersecting high- 
ways make Marshalltown easy of access from all parts of Iowa and adjoining states. 
It is also on the main line of the Northwestern, Great Western and the M. & St. L. 
railroads. Marshalltown is 290 miles west of Chicago, 197 east of Omaha and 275 north- 
east of Kansas City. 


Terms—Cash, settlement to be made with clerk of the sale immediately at the con- 
clusion of the auction. All animals will be at buyer’s risk as soon as bid off, but will be 
cared for and loaded on cars or trucks in compliance with instructions from purchaser. 
Care will be taken to avoid accidents but will not be responsible should any occur. 


Guarantee—All cattle have passed test for both Bangs and Tuberculosis. Health 
certificates will be furnished to enable these cattle to go into any state or territory. 
Bulls are guaranteed breeders if not used for service before they are 14 months of age 
and if properly cared for and not allowed to run with the herd. If a bull fails to breed, 
he may be returned to the seller if in as good condition as when bought and if, after 
three months trial by seller he proves infertile, purchase price will be refunded. All 
cows with calves at foot and those showing evidence of being with calf at time of sale 
are considered breeders, and no further guarantee is made with respect to them. All 
heifers under 16 months old and not yet bred, are sold open and at buyer’s risk. All 
other cows and all heifers over 16 months old at time of the sale are guaranteed to be 
breeders.
